t: gwards he publifird a fecond Volume, which he latitul’d Genea- 
legicum Catholicum, wherein he had amaffed with great Care all. - 
the Royal Families of Chriftendom, together with thofe of the 
Princes of Germany. And at laft he publift’d a third Volume, In- 
titul’d Biblioggaphia Politica, wherein are contain’d all the Fami- 
lies that derive their Original from Vitikiad King of the Saxons. 

It would be endlefs to relate all the German Authots that have 
diftinguith’d themfelves in this fort of Learning, wherefore'we 
thall conclude our Account with the Genealogical Treatifes and 
Tables of Nicholas Ritterfhufies. They are well known and 
efteemn’d by all the Learned, they were continued and augmented

A Private Converlation of fome Friends gave rife to the Aca- 
demy of Plrence, which began in 1540, and the Acade- 
micks immediately took the name of Husmides. We know not 
whether they call’d themfelves by this Name for fuch folid Rea- 
fons as the Preface to this Hiftory tells us they did; £ @ to de- 
mote the force and duration of the Academy by the Symbol of 
Moifture, which makes every thing grow, and preferves it.

comes Neceflary, that in al! Governments; or fuch-Civil Societies, 
there fhould be fome Eftablifh’d Authority or Power lodg’d, or 
communicated to fome Man, or Men, whereby He or They may 
be enabled to execute, what they have agreed may be for the 
Common Advantage.

After this he returns to his main .Argument, and informs us 
what was the State of Britain at Cefar’s Coming ; how that the 
Romans made it a‘Provinee of the Empire, and Planted Colonies 
here. Then he defcends to the time of the Saxons, who tho’ 
. ¢all’d in as Frietids to fift, -yet Conquer’d or Expell’d the Bri- 
tains, tvin’d the Country, fettled chemfelves, Erected feveral 
diftin® Governments, and continued a Property in Land. More 
particularly with refpeét to the Saxons, he obferves, that at 
their firft fettling here, they regarded thefe two things. (1.) 
- that the whole‘ Commonity thould be Confulted in things of Mo- 
ment, or if you pleafe to exprefs it in a Modern Phrafe, fhould 
“be concern’d in the Legiflature. The Truth of this he fays ap- 
‘ pears, from the very Nature, and Foundation of our Conftitu- - 

tion, fince we find the People, who have or had any immediate 
Property in the Soil, are and were confulted‘either by themfelves 
or their Proxies, in making Laws and giving Money, and this 
hath been time Immemorial. (2..) That an Order or Oecono- 
‘my amongft them fhould be Eftablifh’d upon Tenure, for in this 
alone, their: Safety and Prefervation, in regard of outward Dan- 
ger confifted. And'this again he tells us, he thinks is moft E- 
vident, in that there being ‘not then a Perfonal Wealth, or at 
leaft that was not ufed to Eftablifh a Force, it is plain there was 
nothing elfe whereon to found it. - Be ee aISs 
In the beginning of the next Chapter our Author remarks, 
that tho’ ‘the Saxons, at their firft fettling in’ Britain, concede 
ed fuch @ Proportion of the Lands, ‘or fuch Duties, ‘Revenues, 
or Services to their chief Leader, Prince or King, a$-were fuita- 
ble to that Truft, Authority or Preheminence he tiad ‘in’ the

and Authority into his hand ; in that they took @s much Care 
to fecure their own Private Pofleflions, as they did what was their 
Kings ; For both were fettled and bounded by the fame Law# 
which nocither of them could immediately violate; by ‘Reafon 


of that Diviion of the Force in that Conftitution. ‘The Tru 
of 
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‘of this and other Matters here advanc’d,. he tells ts appears 
from the following Confiderations. (1.) In that Lands were be- 
fore the Norman Congqueft, liable to what was called the Trinoda 
Necefficas, amongft which the finding of defenfible: Men, was 
one: which (fays he) had been fuperfluous had the Prince had 
an Authority to have enjoined what he pleas’d.  (2.) In that the 
Vaflal owed Homage, and promifed Fealty to his immediate 
Lord, as is moft clear from King Edmunds Laws. (3.) In that 
all Matters of Moment were tranfacted in their Gemots, or pub- 
lick Aflemblies; which Proceedings (as he argues) cou’d never 
have been continued, had the Prince pofleffed unbounden Pow- 
er, by Reafon the treating of publick Affairs in fuch Aflemblies, 
is inconfiftent with an Arbitrary Authority. (4) In that the 
People hard a Property in the Land before the Norman Conquelt ; 
and no Records give us any any Account of its being a Grant from 
the Prince. (§.) In that there was Bocland, which was Allodi- 
all; no Services being to be impos’d without the Confent of 
the Proprietor. (6.) In that which was called Folkland, the Te- 
nant was obliged to his Lord, and fo ‘was at his Command. 
(7.) In that the Life of the Priace was valued only in Propor- 
tion to his Dignity, like other Mens; there being a Sort of 
Scale of Valuation, arifing from the Villain to the Prince, which 
encreafed according to their Qualities. (8.) In that it is an Ab- 
furdity to affirm, that an abfoute Monarchy, :.¢. that an Arbi- 
trary.and Defpotical Power, can, or ever did fubfift, but where 
it was fo.founded, that all Authority was entirely in the°Prince, 
which cannot. (he fays) be conceived to be, but by one of thefe 
two Methods: Either-firft where the Prince is abfolute Lord 
and Sovereign Proprietor. of all the Land in his Dominiéns;, as’ 
we fee it is in the Ottoman, and all the Oriental Monarchies. 
Or Secondly, where he fome way poflefies fo large Revenues, 
be it from his own Land, or be it by Tributes or other Impofiti- 
ons, that he is thereby impower’d to maintain a Standing, Mer- 
cenary Malice, which being intirely: dependant upon-him, are 
feparated from thé Intereft of the People, and fo may be nfed

Rut notwithftanding our Englifh Saxon Kings enjoy’d no ab. 
folute Power for the Reafons before affigned, and for others 
which he farther produces, yet he tells us that. it is certain 
there was a notable Power or Authority ladg’d in a fingle 
Perfon, who was the Head or Chief in the Conftitution, and 
he was called King. And here he takes an Occafion to enquire 
how the Succeflion to this kingly Authority, thus entrufted in. 
a fingle Perfon, who was the Head and Sout of the Polity, . 
was continued. Some maintain that a Lineal Succeflion, or an 
Hereditary Defcent had always been obferv’d, but this cannot 
be confidering the many Interruptions that have been made in 
the Line of Succeflion. Others aver that the Regnant Prince. 
had a Right or Power, to difpofe of the Succeffion as he plea- 
fed: whilft others fay, that whofoever fucceeded’ to the Crown. 
of England, was more obliged to the Election or Approbation 
of the Great Men or People than to any antecedent Heredi- 
tary Right, or to the Donation, or Will of the laft Prince. 

Our Author cannot agree with either of thefe Opinions, ‘and 
more particularly maintains that it is moft certam, this-King- 
dom. was never purely Electives: And that upog thefe Accounts. 
(1.) Jnthat the Government wasi founded upon Tenure, whieh. 
rofe-by Steps of Afcent: from the’ Vaffal, or ‘inferior ‘Tenant, 
to the Thane, or Lord ; and fo on, until it ultimately’ centred 
in, the Prince, as firft and Chief Lord; and the Lands held: by. 
this Tenure, defcended undivided ina right Line > Whereas. 
the otherewas equally divided. between the Male'Jffve, and there-’ 
fore in all Likelihood, the fame Deféent was’ obferv’d' in what 
bslong’d to the Prince, or Chief shord:~ (2%) In that’ the'Confti- © 
tution being founded upon Tenure, the very Nature of it re- 
quird,a:Prince, or Headi; and. aiLineal: Succeffion ems ‘moft:

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_ Upon the whole Matter our Author is of Opinion, that the 
Succeflion to the Crown of England was orjginally neither Here- 
ditary, Teftamentary, nor Eleétive, but that ic did defverd in ve: y 

different Methods. For altho’ fays he, the Nature of the Con‘. 

tution requir’d a Prince, or Head, yet the fubltinting the Pe: 
fon who ihau’d enjoy this high Dignity, was diverily perfor- 
med, but howfoever, when it was once done, 7. « when any 
Perfon was legally poffelled of it, which was when ie was 
own’d anid Recogniz’d by the great Mens Homage and Fealt), 
and fo acknowledg’d as Chiet Lord, he was by that their Lawty 
and Rightful King. 

We fhall only take Notice of one Obfervation more contaia‘d 
in this Chapter, which is this, “ That if Men will ground 
“their Doétrines of the Legality, or Legality, Right or not 
“* Right of the Succeflion, upon the Precedents of former times, 
“it is plain, they muft always Labour under Uncertainties, 
“ fince the Pra@tices of our Anceftors have been fo different.in 
“‘ that matter as never to have long obferv’d any one particular 
“* Method. ” He clofes thisChapter with telling us that the Civil 
Rights are alterable ; That.God hath not determin’d the Rights 
of Kings, and that tis dangerous to argue from Examples even ia 
the Sacred Text. : 

In the feventh Chapter he purfues his Remarks on the Englif 
Government from the time of King Ediard the Confeflor, down 
to Henry the Seventh. And here he obferves how fond Edward 
the Confeflor was of the Cuftoms and, Perfons of the Normans, 
among whom in his tender Age he was bred; and that tho’ 
he was advanc’d by the Means of Earl Godwin, yet he flighted 
him and followed the Norman Counfels. With refpec& to this 
King our Author takes notice, that Edward during his weak and 
impolitick Reign, preferved the Crown from the Hands of Stran- 
gers, yet by his Affeétion and Partiality to Foreigners, he fo 
weakened the Intereft of the Engii(h Interefts, as thereby to lay the 
Ground-Work of the enfuing Mifery, brought in upon the Na- 
tion, by a Norman Conqueft, which enfued in the time of his 
Succeflor. After this he tells us that home bred Factions pav'd 
the Way: to Duke Williams Attempts, and that his Prudent Con- 
dué&, and Overtires made from time to time fettled bim upon 
the Englifh Throne. To be Brief (fays our Anonymous Author) 


Wikiam, firnam’d the Conqueror, having by the bead’ 
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his Arms, or by his Wife Conduct and Councils, prevailed 
upon the Englifh to declare and acknowledge him King 5 he 
like a Wife Prince, endeavour’d to fecure himfelf upon the 
Throne; and this he forefaw was not to be done by him, 
who was a Stranger, unlefs he could Eftablifh a Milice, or 
Force, that having no other Title but his Grant, or what 
was derived from him, their faterefts might be fo interwo- 
ven with this, that they would be always ready to fupport 
and maintain his Authority. For, adds he, whofoever will 
but confider the General Circumftances of thofe times, or 
the particular ones of that Prince, or this Kingdom, will 
plainly perceive there were but two ways whereby he could 
Propofe to fecure his New-gotten Throne. (1.) Either by: 
a ftanding Mercenary Milice, that being paid by him, would 
be at his Devotion; or (2.) by Founding fuch a lafting Mi- 
lice upon Land, which fhould be fo contrived, as that it 
might be entirely dependent upon him;. and this’ Method, 
fays our Author, was moft agreeable to the Temper’ ard 
Genius of that Age and People. By this laft way, it was. 
that the Norman fecur’d to himfelf his New-acquired Govern- 
ment, Eftablifhing it upon a lafting Foundation, ,2<. upon- 
Land. 

Fhe Conqueror’s Son; Wiliam Rufus, did not it feems A& fo. 
Politickly as his Father, for difgufting fome of the Norman No- 
bility, he was in danger of being dethroned by that very Power, 
by which his Father had obtained, and did maintain the Throne =: 
fo certain itis, that Power cannot be divided from Property, and 
that even in a New-Model’d Government. | 

But to confirm what he had before intimated, and to prove 
that Power in Government will be infeparable from Wealth, he 
briefly runs down the Defcent of the Crown, from the Norman 
Conqueft, untill the great Change of the Conftitution, made by: 
a Law in Henry the 7th’s Time; and then he propofes to obferve, 
That altho’ the Succeflion hath perhaps been as different as before, 
yet the Methods ufed in altering it, have not been the fame as were 
practis’d before that Change. It wou’d carry us out too far, fhould 
we follow our Author thro” this long Period of Time ; we fhall 
only obferve how King Henry the 7th effected that great Change. 
in the Government. This was done then (as our Author tells us) 
by procuring three feveral Laws (which were. readily mere 
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by the Commons, as being for their Advantage) by which heef- 
feGtually fet Bounds to the future Pride and immoderate Power of 
the Barons. For by one of thefe, Lands were made alineable, by 
which means large Eftates cdn never continue long undivided, but 
will neceffarily break and be parted. . By another he encouraged 
Husbandry, afcertaining, Proportions of: Land: for Tillage 5 by 
which means the Country Farmers living more plentifully,: would 
not foreadily be feduced by their Lords to difturbthePublick Peace. 
And by another Law Retainers are lopped oft} by which the Ba- 
rons are ftripped of their mighty Retinues, and fo could not fo 
readily Compofe a Cavalry, which was ufually made up of thefe 
Followers.

and Abby-Lands, and by that means Recruited himfelf. What

After this he gives us a Summary View of the Reigns of Ed- -

Upon the Death of Alexander; David the youngeft Son of 
Malcolm was advanc’d to the Scottifh Throne, who with the 
‘Confent of all his Nobility did Homage firft to King Henry, 
and afterwards to Adaud the Emprefs, his Daughter, . for. the 
Realm of Scotland, and (which is Extraordinary) teftified. the 
fame by writing under his‘Seal..

Fhefe Conditions were perform’d, 
and to make the Alliance more lafting, interchangeable Marriages 
were made. 

After Alexander’s Death, his Son of the fame Name was pro- 
claimed King of Scorland, and within a Year or two after, was 
married to the Lady Afargarer, King Henry’s Daughter. This 
Alexander did Homage both to King Henry, and ‘his Succeflor , 
Edward the Firft, for the Kingdom of Scotland, and the Ifles

N our Journal for February 1699. we gave our Reader a Gene-: 

ral Idea of Dampier’s Second Volume, fince which he has« 

made another Voyage, of which he gives us a Relation in the 
Piece now before us.i | 

The Preface to it is taken up partly with vindicating himfelf. 
from fome unjuft Reflections caft upon him, and partly with gi- 
ving us a Summary Abftra& of that latter Part of the Voyage,. 
whereof he has not had time to draw out of his Journal a full and: 
particular Account at large. 

This Treatife then contains three Chapters, in the firft of- 
which, having given us an Account of the time of his Departure 
from the Downs, and a Caution to thofe who fail inthe Channel ;- 
he tells us, That the firft Land they faw, was C.Finifterre, which- 
they made on the 19th of Fanuary, as they did Lancerota, one of- 
the Canary Iflands, on the 28th.“ After this they put into Santa= 
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Cruz, one of the chief Parts of the Ifland of Temariffe. As tO 
Santa Cruz it felf, he fays, That it is a fmall unwalled Town fron- 
ting the Sea, and guarded with two Forts, confifting of about 
200 Houfes, all two Stories high, ftrongly built with Stone, and 
cover’d with Pantile; and has two Convents and one Church, 
the beft Buildings in the Town. Whilft the Ship lay at Anchor, 
the Captain went to fee Laguna the Principal Town, of which 
he gives us a particular Defcription. Having refrefhed his Men, 
and taken in what Wines, Brandy, @e. he ftood-in need of, the 
next Place he fteer’d for, was the Iile of AZayo, one of the Cape 
Verd \flands. He gave fome Account of this place in his Voyage 
round the World, and adds here fome frefh Obfervations con- 
cerning its Salt-Ponds, Trade, Soil, Towns, Natives, &c. 
From hence he fail’d to the Ifland Fage, a Defcription of which, 
with the Town of that Name ; as alfo-of its Inhabitants and their 
Commodities he likewife gives us. 
Whilft our Author was at St. Yage, he meditated on the Pro- 
cefs of his Voyage, and he thought it requifite to touch once 
more at a cultivated Place in thefe Seas, where his Men might 
be refrefh’d, and might have a Market, wherein to furnifh them- 
felves with Neceffaries, and therefore he refolved upon putting - 
in firft at fome Port of Brazil. With this Defign he fail’d from ~ - 
St. Jago, and intended at firft for Pernambec , being a Place moft 
proper for his purpofe. He was foon put by that “Defign 
through the Refractarinefs of fome under him,and the Difcontents 
and Backwardnefs of fome of his Men, who were weary of the 
Voyage. He alter’d therefore his Courfe, and ftood away for 
the Bay of All Saimts, where he arrived, and ftaid a whole 
Month, partly to refrefh, and partly to reconcile his Men to con- 
tinve on the’ Voyage. During his ftay in this Place, he made his . 
Remarks on.all that was curious, and worth giving an Account i 
of. Accordingly he defcribes to us the Harbour, Forts, and ~: 
Town of Bahia, acqualfts us who was the Governor, what num- ~ 
ber of Soldiers the Gatrifon confifted of, what Merchants chiefly 
refide there, and what Commodities they trade in'from and to 
Europe. He particularly takes notice of their Claying of Sugar, | 
of their Guinea Trade and Coafting Trade.. From accounting for 
the Town of Bahia, he proceeds to fay.fomething of the Country 
about it, which he tells us, is for the. moft~part a pretty flat 
even Ground, not high, nor yet very low, whofe Soil in gene- 
tal is very good, naturally producing large Trees of —_ 
rts,, 
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forts, and fit for any ufes.. He inftances in feveral, but is more 
diftiné&t in his Account of the Baftard Coco Nut, and the three 
forts of Cotton-Trees, which bear Silk-Cotton. Next, he de- 
fcribes the Brafilian Fruits, fuch as the Sour-fop, Cafhew Fruit, 
Jenipah , Avifah’s, Maricafahs, Petangoes, ce. He concludes 
with telling us what Beafts, and Infects, are to be met with 
in that Country, into the Detail of which we cannot at prefent 
enter. 

With much ado the Captain at laft prevail’d upon his Men to | 
continue the Voyage to New Holland, where they at laft arrived. 
Our Author al) along in his Relation, takes notice of what he faw 
remarkable in his Paflage, and being com? to the Ead of his Voy- 
age, he defcribes the feveral Parts of New Holland in which he 
Anchoi’d, and is particular in his Account of the Natives of the 
laft Place where he Landed. dikes 

Thus have we carried our jReader through Dampier’s Relation 
of his Voyage’, fo far as it goes: We have been but general in 
our Account, leaving Particulars to the Curious. This. Piece 
has one Advantage ‘more than the former had, for the Captain 
having with him one that could draw well, took a Draught of 
the places he pafs’d by, oranchor’d before, juft as they appear’d 
to them. Befides, there are many more fine Cuts, which re- 


prefent the greateft Rarities he met with in their Natural 
‘Shape.
